W. »Wheeler, a young tenant farm er 
on the river between G arretts Bluff 
sind Direct. 
He is only 23 years old. 
but was m arried before he was 19 und 
has a “kid’’ four years old. 
Although young in years Mr. W heel­ 
er could give m any a farm er of m a ­ 
ture years a valuable tip as to how 
to m ake a living on the farm out- 
of raising cotton, and he can 
show him th at he «loesn't have to 
m ake his living at hom e necessarily 
out of other crops, notw ithstanding 
that he should produce 
everything 
from the soil on his own farm th at 
he eats. 
Can Do \s He W ants To Do. 
Mr. W heeler said 
while in town 
yesterday th at w hat a fellow could 
do on the farm w as just according to 
w hat he wanted to do. 
He said that 
he never came to town him self w ith ­ 
out bringing som ething to bear the 
expenses. 
T.nst week he brought two 
hales of cotton and a coop of fryer« 
to town and sold the chickens at a 
restau rant for $4.50 m ore clear m o n ­ 
ey than he got for the two hales of 
cotton. 
H e had to pay $1.50 a hun- 
dred to have the cotton picked, had 
to pay for the ginning and had to 
give a fourth of it to the landlord 
after paying for the picking and gin­ 
ning. 
He said the he m ade seven bales of 
cotton this year and 540 bushels of 
corn by himself, and th a t outside of 
m aking this crop he m ade $287.25 
during the year doing work for o th ­ 
ers. 
He hired to work in hay m e ad ­ 
ows. hired to w ork with his team in 
hauling, plowing ditches and in do­ 
ing general farm work. 
O n ly Plant What Hi* Can Work. 
Tom C arter, a well do to stock m an 
and farm er of Sum ner, said th a t the 
trouble in raising cotton was that 
they were putting in too m any acres 
to the m an. 
Ten acres was as m uch 
as one m a n could plant and gather 
and th at was all 
th a t 
he 
should 
plant. 
Besides his 
ten-acre 
cotton 
crop he can raise thirty acres of corn 
and twenty acres of oats. 
A farm er 
( light to be able to get by on that 
crop and live pretty well. 
He believed 
th at the 
farm ers 
around 
Sum ner 
would diversify more next year than 
they have been doing. 
Talking of Living at Hom e. 
W. H. H atch of the Rockford co m ­ 
m unity near Biardstown, 
said 
the 
farm ers were talking corn, potatoes 
and sorghum down his way. 
They 
h ad n ’t been raising m uch but co t­ 
ton, but the people were going to 
tu rn their attention to som ething to 
eat m \t year.

In less than an hour after an
